THE TEST OF A TRAVELLER’S SELL¬ 
ING CAPACITY* 

The ever-increasing enterprise of commer¬ 
cial travellers, the fact that a superior class 
of men is more and more called into requisi¬ 
tion in that business, the development of trav¬ 
elling facilities which make it possible for 
them to cover each year a wider field, and the 
overweening ambition of travelling men to re¬ 
port as large bills as possible to their employ¬ 
ers, have led to a change in the book business 
that is not altogether profitable in the long 
run. We refer to the massing of orders upon 
special bills of new books at extra discounts 
for large quantities. It is much easier to 
push a customer to a thousand dollar order 
for the “leaders” of a season, at an extra dis¬ 
count. than to make up such an amount on the 
standard books scattered through a publish¬ 
er’s list. Yet, after all, the real success of the 
publishing business rests on the continuity of 
sale of the standard books. 

“Leaders,” to a very large extent, push 
themselves, and as they are the very ones on

which the underseller makes his “drives,” the 
bookseller has very little, if any, advantage 
on these lines over the underselling trade. 
Even the extra large discount has little value 
because the bookseller dealing in such books 
knows that he must sacrifice a considerable 
part of it to hold his own in prices with the 
professional underseller. But on standards 
and stand-bys the case is altogether different. 
A “leader” is famous or notorious at the mo¬ 
ment, and the customer who wants it comes 
in and asks for it. A standard, however, or, 
let us say, a good book, of solid literary 
merit, that has survived the rush of the hour 
and modestly holds its own in the estimation 
of those who value literature for its own sake, 
is sold largely because the bookseller offers 
it at the right time and in the right way. 
And the bookseller obtains knowledge of its 
true worth, quite as often as not, through the 
medium of the commercial traveller who 
knows his list beyond the length of his nose. 
Trade is thus actually increased by good 
bookselling, and the publisher feels the bene¬ 
fit of it. 

The real lest of a commercial traveller’s 
success, therefore, ought to be not in big 
“drives” on special lines, but on large, well- 
assorted orders, which will stimulate the 
bookseller to do the best for publishers all 
along the lines of their publications. And 
if the bookseller, on his part, will only realize 
it, it is in this direction alone that his profit 
lies. It is here that the bookseller is beyond 
the competition of most of the miscellaneous 
stores; and it is here that he does a real ser¬ 
vice for the community, for which the com¬ 
munity, with occasional shabby exceptions, is 
ready to pay the qualified bookseller a fair 
return. 


“THE OVERLAND MONTHLY” SOLD. 

The Overland Monthly, founded by Bret 
Harte thirty-two years ago, and made famous 
by himself, Mark Twain, Joaquin Miller, 
Charles Warren Stoddard, and other Cali¬ 
fornia writers, was sold on the 6th inst. to 
Frederick Marriott, proprietor of the San 
Francisco News Letter. The magazine sus¬ 
pended publication in 1875, but ten years later 
was revived by Charles Howard Shinn, who 
conducted it successfully until 1895, when it 
passed into the control of R. Wildman, now 
United States Consul General at Hongkong. 
Its latest editor was Charles Howard Bridge. 
The Overland has been injured for years by 
the inability of its editors to pay good rates 
for articles and by its lack of independence. 
Marriott proposes to engage an editor of na¬ 
tional reputation and to secure contributions 
from the best writers.

CONDITION OF THE SCHOOL BOOK TRADE 
FROM 1837-1868. 

For years the condition of the school-book 
trade throughout the country had presented 
many deplorable features. So far back as in 
1837 Mr. Horace Mann, in a lecture delivered 
in the first year of the existence of the Massa- 
chusetts Board of Education, said: 

‘‘A great mischief— I use the word mischief, 
because it implies a certain degree of wicked¬ 
ness—a great mischief is suffered in the diver¬ 
sity and multiplicity of our school books. 

I Please note that this was written over a hair 
century ago.] Not more than twenty or thirty 
different kinds of books, exclusive of a school 
library, are needed in our common schools; 
and yet, though I should not dare state the 
fact if I had not personally sought out the 
information from most authentic sources, 
there are now, in actual use in the schools of 
this State, more than three hundred different 
kinds of books; and in the markets of this 
and the neighboring States, seeking for our 
adoption, I know not how many hundreds 
more. The standards, in spelling, pronuncia¬ 
tion, and writing, in rules of grammar and in 
processes in arithmetic, are as various as the 
books. Correct language in one place, is 
provincialism in another. While we agree 
in regarding the confusion of Babel as a 
judgment, we unite in confounding it more, 
as though it were a blessing. But is not uni¬ 
formity on these subjects desirable? Are 
there not some of these books, to which all 
good judges, on comparison, would award the 
preference? Could they not be afforded much 
cheaper for the great market which uniformi¬ 
ty would open, thus furnishing better books 
at lower prices? [It would seem from this 
that advocacy for State uniformity and cheap¬ 
er books is not a very new thing.] And why 
not teach children aright the first time? It 
is much harder to unlearn than learn. Why 
go through three processes instead of one, 
by first learning, then unlearning, and then 
learning again? This mischief grew out of 
the immense profits formerly realized from 
the manufacture of school books. There 
seems never to have been-any difficulty in pro¬ 
curing reams of recommendations, because 
patrons have acted under no responsibility. 
An edition once published must be sold; for 
the date has become almost as important in 
school books as in almanacs. All manner of 
devices are daily used to displace the old 
books, and to foist in new ones. The com¬ 
piler has a cousin in the town of A, who will 
decry the old and recommend the new; or 
a literary gentleman in the city of B has just 
published some book on a different subject, 
and is willing to exchange recommendations, 
even. 

“Publishers often employ agents to hawk 
their books about the country, and I have 
known several instances where such a ped- 
dlar—or picaroon—has taken all the old 
books of a whole class in school, in exchange 
for his new ones, book for book—looking.

of course, to his chance of making sales after 
the book had been established in the school 
for reimbursement and profits, so that at last, 
the children have to pay for what they sup¬ 
posed was given them.” 

In his lecture delivered in 1841 he further 
says: 

“Suppose a short-sighted, selfish man to be 
interested as manufacturer, author, compiler, 
copyright owner, vender, peddlar, or puffer, 
of any of the hundreds of school books—from 
the reading book that costs a dollar, to the 
primer that costs fourpence, whose number 
and inconsistencies infest our schools, and 
whose expense burdens our community—then 
he will inquire which one of these books 
will be likely to meet with countenance or dis¬ 
favor, in an adjudication upon their merits; 
and he will strive to turn the scales which con¬ 
fessedly hold the great interests of humanity, 
one way or the other, as their inclination will 
promote or oppose the success of his reading 
book or his primer.” 

In 1856, or over 40 years ago, the New 
Orleans Picayune, complaining that every 
educational book coming from the North mis-, 
represented and abused the Southerners, put 
forward a scheme by C. K. Marshall, of Mis¬ 
sissippi, for a combination of States to pro¬ 
duce educational books and to promote the 
production of home-made school and text¬ 
books, making a strong appeal to Louisiana. 
Texas, Alabama, and sister States. [This 
is probably the earliest plea for State publi¬ 
cation.] 

For three years following our Civil War 
the demand for school books created active 
rivalry in the trade, and new houses grew up 
rapidly. Many publishers of general litera¬ 
ture joined a school-book department to their 
business, adding new books monthly in every 
branch of study, and competition increased. 
New publishers arose and the lists of the old 
houses were enlarged every few months, un¬ 
til text-books in all branches of study were 
multiplied to an extent never contemplated be¬ 
fore the devastation of the South prepared a 
large market for Northern-made school books. 

The inevitable result of the rapid augmen¬ 
tation of new houses and new publications 
Was that all the older and larger publishing 
houses increased their field agency force, un¬ 
til in 1868 there were at least 300 travelling 
agents, with a competent house force, and 
these agents, both travelling and resident, 
were in continual conflict at every point 
where an introduction of new books was even 
contemplated. 

The system of “even change” was launched, 
and gifts of money and donations of all kinds 
promised in order to secure a favorable con¬ 
sideration of the books offered by each of a 
dozen or more different houses through their 
respective agents This made “book-fights,” 
and “book-fights” made victory very costly 
to the successful publisher, and even more 
costly to the unsuccessful one. 

When the records of 1868 were reviewed, 
and the results of agency work deliberately 
measured by the publishers, each house must 
have felt the importance of some reform in 
the method of introducing and of defending 
books without such an extravagant outlay. 
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THE CRAFTSMAN’S GUILD. 

A little group of art workers calling it¬ 
self “The Craftsman’s Guild,” has recently 
established a business home at 21 Cornhill in 
Boston and is commanding attention by its 
efforts toward the revival of the early book 
and missal illuminating of the monastic pe¬ 
riod. Under present conditions the results 
must be of necessity not altogether satisfac¬ 
tory to those who know and love the handi¬ 
work of the early illuminators and book- 
builders. Yet every effort to restore the book 
to its early position of dignity and beauty 
is worthy of approval. The Craftsman’s 
Guild promises to do much in bringing again 
the day when a book shall represent a per¬ 
sonality and show the loving care of an ar¬ 
tist’s hand; when every detail shall reveal 
the beauty of the human touch. 

The Guild has recently offered for sale 
four copies of the Copeland & Day edition of 
Mrs. Browning’s “Sonnets from the Portu¬ 
guese” having title-page, decorative borders 
and forty-four initials, which rank among 
the best work of Bertram Grosvenor Good- 
hue, hand-colored by Miss Emilie Whitten in 
a particularly fit and beautiful fashion. The 
edition is limited to but 750 impressions on 
English hand-made paper and copies are 
scarce and high priced. The four illuminated 
copies in their original Japanese vellum bind¬ 
ings are signed by the artist and are offered 
for sale at the remarkably low price of fif¬ 
teen dollars ($15.00) each. 

The Guild has single copies of one or two 
other books under way, and announces as in 
preparation a strictly limited edition of Gray’s 
“Elegy,” printed without types and richly 
illuminated in the mediaeval manner. 

All book lovers will be interested in news 
of the Craftsman’s Guild and its private is¬ 
sues of worthy literature. The Guild will 
accept orders for the illumination of indi¬ 
vidual copies of suitable books. 


FRENCH NOVELS FOR THE FOREIGN 
MARKET. 

“It is perhaps insufficiently recognized,” 
says the Evening Post, “that French novels 
of a certain class are produced ‘for export’ 
only, just as the baser Japanese art is des¬ 
tined ‘for the foreign trade.’ 

“We are apt to imagine—writes Mr. Davey 
in the Fortnightly Review —that, because the 
French novel is, more often than not, ‘impos¬ 
sible,’ and the French newspaper is better 
written and worse informed than those others, 
both are faithful expressions of French 
thought. In the first place, the novels with 
illustrated covers, which figure so conspicu¬ 
ously in the windows of the French libraries 
in the neighborhood of Leicester Square, are 
rarely if ever found in respectable French 
families. La famille, unfortunately, reads 
very little, especially in fhe provinces, where 
you may enter a hundred houses and scarcely 
see a book that would not edify a convent of 
nuns by its ‘innocence’ and its orthodoxy. 
Although the French produce, perhaps, more 
novels than any other nation, they are the 


people who read them the least. I once took 
the trouble, when in Paris, to interview the 
principal publishers, so as to ascertain for 
myself how it was possible for them to sell so 
much—well, to put it mildly—pornographic 
literature and pay the authors their fees. It 
was proved to me, beyond all question, that 
the vast majority of these objectionable works 
are sold in Germany, Austria, Italy, England, 
Spain, the United States, and especially in 
the South American Republics. Compara¬ 
tively few are sold in Paris and in the large 
provincial cities. In the cathedral towns, such 
as Orleans, Amiens, Rouen, Rheims, Rennes, 
etc., it is not easy to find a single copy of 
these pernicious books. The booksellers 
would be boycotted for dealing in them.”

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OBITUARY NOTES. 

Brutus Junius Cobb, for many years con¬ 
nected with the Western booktrade, died Au¬ 
gust 16 at the Lakeside Hospital at Cleveland, 
O. Mr. Cobb was born at Cambridge, N. Y., 
April 15, 1824. He left home at the age of 
thirteen to learn the printing business with 
his uncle at Haverstraw and later at Sing 
Sing, N. Y. In 1841 Mr. Cobb went to 
Cleveland and obtained a position as clerk 
in M. C. Younglove’s bookstore in the Amer¬ 
ican House on Superior St. Some years later 
he and his two brothers, C. C. and j. B. Cobb, 
bought Younglove’s business and continued 
it under the firm name of B. J. Cobb & Co. 
Later a fourth partner, Theodor A. Andrews 
was admitted to the firm and business was 
thereafter done under the name of Cobb, 
Andrews & Co., until May, 1888, when they 
sold out to the Burrows Brothers Publishing 
Co. now The Burrows Brothers Company. 
For a number of years Cobb, Andrews & Co. 
conducted a branch in Chicago under the 
name of Cobb, Pritchard & Co., the managing 
partner being Daniel Pritchard the popular 
representative of D. Appleton & Co. This 
end of the business was closed out shortly 
after the disastrous Chicago fire. After re¬ 
tiring from business Mr. Cobb’s time was 
spent in travel at home and abroad; in the 
quiet of his library, and in his workshop. In 
1867 he married Rose M. Bill, eldest daugh¬ 
ter of the late Earl Bill, who survives him. 
He leaves three children: Ernest B. Cobb, 
of New York; Louise B. Cobb, and Percy 
W. Cobb, of Cleveland. 


NOTES ON AUTPIORS. 

Charlotte Perkins Stetson has had her 
name changed in her publisher’s announce¬ 
ments to Charlotte Perkins (Stetson) Gil¬ 
man. 

Dr. Conan Doyle has returned to England 
from South Africa, bringing with him the 
manuscript of his “History of the War.” The 
volume will be published shortly. 

Richard Whiteing has partially recovered 
from his recent severe illness and is at work 
upon a new novel which will deal with the 
life of the British farm laborer, as his “No. 5 
John Street,” treated of the slums of London. 

Miss Grace Denio Litchfield has changed 
the title of her novel, “I Myself Am Heaven 
and Hell,” to “The Moving Finger Writes.” 
Both titles are from the “Rubaiyat,” though 
curiously expressing an antithesis of philoso¬ 
phy. The line by which the book is finally 
to be known may be found in the following 
verse: 

The Moving Finger writes; and having writ, 

Moves on; nor all your Piety nor Wit 

Shall lure it back to cancel half a line. 

Nor all your tears wash out a word of it. 

The author of “The Helmet of Navarre,” 
now running serially in the Century, Miss 
Bertha Runkle, is the only child of Mrs. 
L. G. Runkle, a New York journalist. The 
present work is a maiden effort at fiction 
writing. She was born in New Jersey a few 
and twenty years ago, never went to college, 


has travelled little, and has never been in 
France, where the scene of her romance is 
laid. 

Henry George, Jr., has completed the life 
of his celebrated father, which will appear 
with the imprint of Doubleday, Page & Co. 
Mr. George explains his plan of work as fol¬ 
lows: “In ‘The Life of Henry George,’ I 
have not so much attempted to make a stu¬ 
dent’s book—an analytical biography of a 
writer eminent in the domain of political 
economy—as I have aimed to tell, as a plain 
direct narrative, the story of a man, who, 
coming from obscurity, preached a hope of 
‘peace and plenty’- to the masses of man¬ 
kind ; who founded a school on the principles 
of equal rights and raised multitudes of ar¬ 
dent pupils all over the world; who as a 
lecturer and speaker addressed larger, more 
widely scattered and more varied audiences 
on the subject of how civilized men should 
get their living than any other man who ever 
dealt with such a theme; and of whose books 
more than four million copies were printed 
in various forms and tongues in the eighteen 
years between his writing ‘Progress and 
Poverty’ and his death. It is an intimate, 
anecdotal, panoramic presentation of the man 
as his friends knew him. It gives special at¬ 
tention to the adventurous life in California, 
where he went as a gold-hunter and where 
he developed his philosophy. This presents 
strong contrast to his subsequent career, par¬ 
ticularly to the periods in Great Britain, which 
are set forth with some detail. Parnell. 
Chamberlain, Argyll, Spencer, Huxley, and 
many other eminent men; the Irish Land 
League and Home Rule Movements: the 
Scottish Crofters agitations and Land Res¬ 
toration League Campaigns; the changes 
wrought in British thought and literature 
and the influence produced upon social and 
political affairs, are treated with a multitude 
of other subjects from the standpoint of 
Henry George himself, the aim throughout 
being to quote from diaries, letters, and re¬ 
ported conversations, so as to give the book 
as much the nature of an autobiography as 
possible. The work is intended for popular 
reading, the philosophy being only incidental¬ 
ly indicated. While the effort has been to 
present in light, engaging form what proper¬ 
ly may be called a romantic life, no pains 
have .been spared to present fully and accur¬ 
ately the essential facts. The materials are all 
drawn from the original sources and the work 
has been over two years in preparation.” 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The September issue of The Critic con¬ 
tains the second of a series of papers by 
Andrew Lang, under the engaging title “Omar 
Khayyam as a Bore.” 

The little magazine Personal Impressions, 
published by Elder & Shepard, San Francis¬ 
co, will shorten its name to Impressions be¬ 
ginning with the September issue. 

Mrs. Reginald Wilberforce is printing in 
the London Pilot a number of hitherto un¬ 
published letters by Cardinal Newman, ad¬ 
dressed to the late Bishop Wilberforce.

The 
fiction in this issue of the Anglo-Saxon in¬ 
cludes “The Logic of Events.” by Maurice 
Hewlett: “At the Villa,” by Julien Gordon, 
and a “Comedy of Twenty Minutes,” by Ham¬ 
ilton Aide.

Gunsalus of Chicago, and Rev. Frank A. Bris¬ 
tol, both well-known bibliophiles and warm 
personal friends of Eugene Field. The edi¬ 
tion will be limited to 300 numbered copies 
printed at the Merrymount Press, 50 of 
which will be reserved for England. A 
cheap paper edition will probably follow. 

Henry Holt & Co. will publish at once 
Mrs. Dudeney’s new book “Men of Mar¬ 
lowe’s,” a series of stories about the residents 
of one of the English inns like those of the 
Temple. The tales are so interrelated as al¬ 
most to constitute an integral work. They 
are said to show a variety of powers hardly 
foreshadowed even in “Folly Corner,” which 
is now in its third impression, and to have 
an appreciably larger amount of humor. They 
will have ready during the fall “The German 
and Swiss Settlements of Pennsylvania,” by 
Prof. L. O. Kuhns, of Wesleyan University; 
the first two volumes of “A History of Po¬ 
litical Parties in the United States,” by Prof. 
J. P. Gordy, of the Ohio State University; 
“The Art of Debate,” by Dr. R. M. Alden, of 


the University of Pennsylvania; “The Anato¬ 
my of the Cat,” by Prof. Jacob E. Reighard 
and Dr. Herbert S. Jennings, both of the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan ; and “A Manual of the 
Flora of the Northern States and Canada,” 
by Prof. N. L. Britton, of the New York 
Botanical Garden. A long list of school 
books is also just ready for the school season. 

The Century Company have under way a 
new series of the world’s best books to be 
called The Century Classics and to be se¬ 
lected, edited, and introduced by distinguished 
men of letters. The books will be printed 
from a new cut of type which will be used 
only in these volumes on pure rag paper 
bearing the water-mark “Century Classics.”

Woodberry; Bunyan’s “Pilgrim’s Progress,” 
with introduction by Bishop Potter of New 
York; Defoe’s “Plague in London,” with in¬ 
troduction by Walter Besant; Goldsmith’s 
“Vicar of Wakefield,” with introduction by 
Henry James; selections from “The Poems of 
Robert Herrick,” with a biographical and 
critical study, by T. A. Aldrich; and King- 
lake’s “Eothen,” introduced by James Bryce. 
They have nearly ready “The Golden Book of 
Venice,” a romance of Venice in the heighth 
of its power and glory, by Mrs. Laurence 
Turnbull of Baltimore. The hero is a young 
Senator who marries a daughter of the people. 

Longmans, Green & Co/s announcements 
cover every field of literature. In biography 
they will have “Ian Hamilton’s March,” by 
Winston Spencer Churchill; “Queen Vic¬ 
toria,” by Richard R. Holmes, in a new and 
cheaper edition; “The Story of the Life of 
Dr. Pusey,” by the author of “Charles Low- 
der”; “The Life of Father Goreh,” by C. E. 
Gardner; “Life of James Nicholas Douglass,” 
by Thomas Williams; “The Last Years of St. 
Paul,” by Abbe Constant Fouard; and a new 
cheaper edition of Wilfrid Ward’s “Life and 
Times of Cardinal Wiseman.” Sports and 
amusements will include “Sport and Travel 
East and West,” by Frederick Courtenay 
Selous; “Autumns in Argyleshire With Rod 
and Gun,” by A. Gathorne-Hardy; “Pike 
and Perch,” by W’illiam Senior; and “The 
Book of the London International Chess Con¬ 
gress, 1899.” Descriptive works in prepara¬ 
tion include “The Autobiography of a 
Tramp,” by J. H. Crawford; and “On the 
Banks of the Seine.” Of political interest 
will be “The Forward Policy and Its Re¬ 
sults,” by Richard Isaac Bruce; “A Critical 
Examination of Irish History,” by T. Dun¬ 
bar Ingram; and “Liberty Documents,” by 
Albert Bushnell Hart. Among the books for 
young people will be “The Grey Fairy Book,” 
by Andrew Lang; “The Golliwog’s Polar 
Adventures”; “The Princess’s Story Book”; 
and “Urchins of the Sea.” This house al¬ 
ways puts special strength into works of 
religion and education and this year has a 
long list in both departments. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. are publishing a 
series of short biographies of great Ameri¬ 
cans which are to be written by young men 
who have been associated with the subject of 
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the biography. The volumes planned are 
“James B. Eads,” written by Lewis E. How, 
a grandson of Eads: “Peter Cooper,” by 
Mr. Raymond of New York, also a relative 
of the philanthropist; “The Life of Jeffer¬ 
son,” by H. C. Merwin who wrote “Aaron 
Burr” in the Beacon Biographies; “Andrew 
Jackson,” was written by W- G. Brown, 
Keeper of the Records of Harvard Universi¬ 
ty, and the series will include biographies of 
Franklin, General Grant, Emerson, and Will¬ 
iam Penn. A series of Riverside Aldine 
Classics is also under way of which the in¬ 
troductory volumes are Longfellow’s “Evan¬ 
geline”; Whittier’s “Snow-Bound”; Holmes’s 
“The One Hoss Shay and Other Poems”; 
Lowell’s “The Vision of Sir Launfal”; and 
Hawthorne’s “Legends of the Province 
House” and “Twice-Told Tales”; and Edna 
Dean Proctor has a volume of poems called 
“The Mountain Maid and Other Poems,” all 
dealing with New Hampshire scenes and in¬ 
terests, which she calls the Old Home Week 
edition in honor of Gov. Rollins who in¬ 
itiated the movement for an Old Home 
Week in New Hampshire. It will have thir¬ 
teen full-page pictures of New Hampshire 
scenery. There will be a new edition of “The 
Marble Faun,” called the Monte Beni Edi¬ 
tion; a new edition of Mrs. Orr’s “Life and 
Letters of Robert Browning”; and to the 
Cambridge classics will be added James Free¬ 
man Clarke’s “Self-Culture”; “Rutledge”; 
“Dred”; “The Scarlet Letter”; and E. W. 
Whipple’s “Literature of the Age of Eliza¬ 
beth.” Other books to be expected are 
“Numbers and Losses in the Civil War, 1861- 
65,” by Thomas L. Livermore; and “The 
Black Gown,” a romance of Colonial New 
York, by Ruth Hall. Eight attractive vol¬ 
umes of stories, travels, and sketches will be 
known as The Notable Scries: They are Sarah 
Orne Jewett’s “Deephaven”; Blanche Willis 
Howard’s “One Summer”: Howells’ “Their 
Wedding Journey”; Bret Harte’s “The Story 
of a Mine”; and Hawthorne’s “The Marble 
Faun.” 

H. M. Caldwell Company are making 
many new additions to their well-known, 
popular lines. Their well-known Illustrated 
Library of Famous Books by Famous Au¬ 
thors has now 105 titles, the new additions 
comprising largely works by American au¬ 
thors.

The Young Folks' Library consists of 40 ti¬ 
tles; among the new ones are “Greek He¬ 
roes,” “Robin Hood,” “The Boat Club,” “A

Daughter,” and “Grandfather’s Chair.” 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The Division of Bibliography of the Li¬ 
brary of Congress, has just published two 
timely bibliographies compiled by A. P. C. 
Griffin, Chief of the Division. The one is 
entitled “List of Books (with references to 
periodicals) relating to Theory of Coloniza¬ 
tion, Government of Dependencies, Protec¬ 
torates, and related topics.” Works upon the 
political history and geography of the de¬ 
pendencies of the European nations have been 
made a special feature of the compilation. 
(6+132 p.. 8°.) The second pamphlet is en¬ 
titled “A List of Books (with references to 
periodicals relating to Trusts.” (4+20 p., 
8°.) These lists while merely giving infor¬ 
mation of the resources of the Library of 
Congress upon the subjects with which they 
deal are nevertheless guides to the chief au¬ 
thorities and therefore probably comprehen¬ 
sive enough to serve all practical purposes.
